Alabama Infantry. 

Jordan enlisted’ the day after 
his 21st birthday in 1862 and 
would become one of only 70 to 
80 survivors of the infantry unit 
that had Gnee numbered 1100, 


according to Shirley Edberg, his’ 


greal-greal-granddaughter and 
UDC member. His comrades 
would lie in battlefield graves in 
Murfreesboro, Nashville, 
Franklin, Chickamauga - and 
Atlanta, to name a few, 

During the — service. at 
Consolation Cemetery, Clark 
presented Jordan’s descendants 
with a replica of the Southern 
Cross of Honor, a medal: pre- 
sented to living Confederate 
veterans by the UDC shortly 
after the war ended. 

The UDC honored Magee at 
Magee Cemetery, 

A veteran of the Creek. War, 


Corporal Magee was originally’ 


from Georgia but became a suc- 
cessful farmer and community 
leader in his new home of 
Clintonville, according to Janet 
McElroy, his great-great-grand- 
daughter. 

In |861, at the age of 45, 
Magee joined the home guard 
Serving as corporal in the 
Clintonville Grays. 

He later died at the age of 85:

The 15th 
Alabama Infantry, Company E, 
a local Civil War re-enactment 
group, performed “Taps” and 
honored all three veterans with a 
21-gun salute. 

Clark said, “May this marker 
be blessed. May it remind all 
who pause not only of the noble 
deeds of this Confederate hero 
but-ef the continuing need for 
unselfish service.” 

“From this moment of dedica 
lion, .we trust there may come 
inspirauion for broader vision 
’ she urged. 

Since no names, adorn the 
white crosses marking Harris’ 
and his fallen Comrades’ graves 
Confederate 
Cemetery in Georgia, Clark has 
placed a memorial marker in his 
family cemetery .

Alabama watercraft users reminded to use common 
boating safety urged as Memorial Day approaches 


During the Memorial Day 
weekend, an increased number 
of boaters, are expected to take 
to the water, With this increase 
in Waffic, the possibility of acci 
dents also increases. Sadly, 
there have already been nine 
boaung-related | fatalities on 
Alabama’s walerways this year 
Li. Erica Shipman of the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ Marine Police says 
that even with the increase in 
boater waffic, mishaps can be 
avoided if some simple rules are 
followed 

1. No one under the age of 12 
may operate any kind of motor- 
ized vessel, Anyone 12 or older, 
who operates a boat, must have 
an operator's license. 12-14 year 
olds may only operate with 
someone 21 years old or older, 
in the boat, within reach of the 
steering mechanism, Anyone 14 
years old or older may operate 
alone, providing he or she has a 
valid operator's license
